THE SUNDAY BUDGET OF GOSSIP. 


Special Cable. 

Paris, March 25.—The Telegrum's special says: 
The election of the Budget Committee on Thurs- 
day was perhaps the most important political 
event that has ocourred in France since the fall 
of the Gambetta Ministry. For the first time 
since their defeat, the ex- Ministers made a des- 
perate attempt to regain some of their vanished 
prestige and power. MM. Waldeck, Rousseau, 
Raynal, Martin, Fenilieco, and several other 
members of the late Cabinet had presented 
themselves for election on a platform hostile to 
the financial policy of M. Leon Say. 
who for the moment seems to have a 
predominant voice in the Freycinet Cabinet. 
They were known to be acting as mere delegates 
of M. Gambetta, who had properly refrained 
from entering the lists in person. All the late 
President of the Council's nominees were, how 
ever, rejected by the Chamber. A few less im- 
portant Gambettists managed to get themselves 
elected, together with a sprinkling of Radical 
Deputies. A majority of the committee are 
firm supporters of the Government and of Leon 
Says cautious financial policy, of which the 
postponement of the purchase of railways by 
the State and the nonconversion of the 
5 per cent rentes are the principal feat- 
ures. To console himself tor the 
reverses he has lately sustained in Parliament, 
Gambetta is throwing himself beart and soul 
into journalism. Besides resuming the direction 
of the Republique Francaise, it is reported he bas 
bought the France and the Petit Journal. The 
latter is one of the most widely-circulated 
papers in the world. The France has, ever since 
the death of Emile de Girardin, been one of 
Gambetta's bitter assailants, 

‘A BENEDICTINE COMMUNITY 
which,in defiance of the decrees and the laws, 
had been quietly reconstituted at Solesmes, 
was ejected by the troops and police 
this week.

TWO OLD DUELS 


A Beminiseence of the W 
Hotel, Recently Demolished, 
Colburn’s United Servive Magazine. 

A singular and fatal duel was fought some 
years ago in New York by the late Stephen 
Price, well known in England as a former 
lessée of Drury Lane Theatre. 
Price was considered the handsomest of 
bis family, though his brother Stephen 
was not to be despised, either as regards good 
looks or abilities. Benjamin one evening 
had escorted a very pretty woman to the 
Park Theatre, when during the performance a 
British officer in an adjoining box took the 
liberty of staring her full in the face. She 
complained of it to Ben Price, Who, on its 
repetinon, seized the offender by the nose 
with “ his finger and thumb, and wrung it 
most effectually.” The officer left his box 
and went to Ben Price’s. Ben in answer to 
a knock opened the door, when thie officer, 
whose name was Green, asked Ben what he 
meant, remarking at the sametime that he 
meant no insultto the lady. “Oh! very 
well,” replied Ben, neither did I mean to 
insult you by whatI did.” Upon this they 
shook hands as sworn brothers, and some 
time after Mr. Green went to Canada to. join 
his ment. The facts ot the affair, how- 
ever, had reached Canada before Mr. Green

The seconds immediately 
decamped, while Green, who had obtained 
leave to go to England on urgent private 
affairs, took a small boat, crossed the river, 
and got on board a veaselin the bay ready 
to sailfor the old country. Price's body 
was found where he had fallen, with a piece 
of paper attached to the breast, on which 
were written the following words: This 
is . Price, hoarding in 1 sees, 
New Xork: take care of him.” T body 
was brought to the city quietly, and he was 
buried in New York. 

The death of Ben Price was, how- 
ever, but one-half of the c trans 
ac that resulted from ull- 
ing of Mr. Green’s nose. Some years later 
Capt. Wilson, who has been already re- 
ferred to, arrived in New York from England 
on his way to ee and put up at the 
Washington Hotel. There one day at dinner 
the conversation turned on the death of Ben 
Price and the manner thereof, when Capt. 
Wilson, who had joined in the conversatuon, 
took credit for having been mainly istru- 
mental in bringing about the duel, detailing 
all the particulars connected therewith, 
This statement was carried immediately to 
Stephen Price, who was lying ill of the gout 
at home. His friends said that he at once 
inplicitly obeyed the instructions of the phy- 
sician, and, obtaining thereby a short cessa- 
tion of the gout, was enab to hobble out 
of doors, his lower extremities being swath- 
ed in flannel. His first course was toseek 
the Washington Hotel, where his inquiry 


was— 

* Is Capt. Wilson within?” 

“ He is,”’ said the waiter. 

“ Show me up to his aoc Stephen, 
and up he was shown accordingly. 

Hobbling up stairs with much difficulty, 
cursing aiternately as he went the gout 
which caused the pain and the Captain who 
was the cause of his having to hobble with 
equal vehemence, he at last reached —

and his hand grasping a stick.

Shall I have to knock you down, or will you 
consider what I have said a sufficient insult 
and act accordingly ? 

“No, sir,” replied the Captain, smiling; 
*“*T shall consider what you have said quite 
sufficient, and shall act, accordingly. ou 
shall hear from me.“ 

In due time there came a message from 
Capt. Wilson to Stephen Price; time, 
place and weapons were arranged ; earl 
one morning a boat left New Yorkin whic 
were Seated face to face Stephen Price the 
Captain and two friends. Theyall landed at 
Bedloe's Island, the ci took their 
positions, and Capt. Wilson fell dead at 
the firstshot. The Captain’s body was in- 
terred in the vault there, and Price and the 
two seconds returned to New York. po 
Wiilson’s friends in America thought he 
had departed suddenly to Canada, and his 
friends in England thought he had either 
died suddenly or had been killed in a duel 
on his way to join his regiment.

THE IRISH LAND ACT. 


Irritation of the Rackrent Landlords, 
“she English Garrison in Ireland 
The Quarrel of the Lords and Com- 
mons—House Vote of Cemsure on the 


Lords. \ 
Correspondence New York Post. 

LONDON, March 10.—We have just experienced 
another of those sudden storms which now 
sweep so often over the troubled sea of English 
politics; and, like most of our storms, it had its 
origin in the west—that is, in lreland. It was 
not, however, due to those from whom disturb- 
ances are usually expected—the Irish National 
party—but,on the contrary, to the Irish land- 
lords, or, as they call themseives, the English 
garrison in Ireland. They were, of course, ex- 
tremely annoyed by the passing of the Land act 
of last session, which they accepted only 
because there seemed no hope of resistance, 
and because it opened up a prospectof their get- 
ting some part of their rents paid, even if less 
than they bad hitherto claimed. When the act 
began to be put in force this winter, when the 
Judges of the Land Court, with their Assistant 
Commissioners, set to work to fx rents all over 
lreland, they watched the proceedings, first with 
anxious curiosity, then with alarm, lastly with 
rage. In the great majority of cases rents have 
been reduced, sometimes as much as 25 or 30 per 
cent. Such a reduction, of course, means much 
more than it seems to mean, because the land- 
lord usually has to pay the interest on mortgages 
and other charges, portions for younger chil- 
dren, and so forth, outof the gross rental, so 
that what he keeps for himself may be a great 
deal less. Thus a reduction of 2 per cent on a 
gross rental may mean a reduction of 50 per 
cent on his net receipts. 

The irritation of the landlord class found vent 
in attacks on the Land Court and their assist- 
ants; charges that they were administering the 
act in a partisan spirit and straining its language 
against the landowner; repeated cries for com- 
pensation from the imperial treasury. Public 
opinion in England was not much moved by 
these complaints. It thought that the general 
reduction of rents proved that rents had been 
excessive. It heard the tenant farmers alleging 
on the other side that the reductions made had 
been insufficient. While admitting that the case 


of the poorer Irish landowners was a hard one. 
it feltin a Vague way that they were sutfering 
for the fault of themselves and their predeces- 
sors, and that their condition would bave been 
even worse but for the intervention of the En- 
giish Parliament: for if they were left to the 
tender mercies of the Irish population they 
would probably be driven off the land altogether.

to do. Many people affirmed that he would an- 
nounce his resignation, or at least a dissolution ot 
Parliament, and our club quidnuncs had a fine 
trme of it on the Sunday which elapsed between 
the notice and the meeting. Sunday is, par excel- 
lence, the day of gossip and un cred ulity 
in this uews-lovinge town. Monday, at 3 o'clock, 
saw the Liberal members of the House of Com- 
mons surging into the Premier's official resi- 
dence in Downing street, in such a crewd that 
they filled, not only the large deputation room, 
but a long corridor which leads to it, whence 
nothing could be seen and little heard of the 
proceedings. Over 300 bad assembied. 80 far 
from talking of resignation or dissolution. Mr. 
Gladstone stated, with even more than bis usual 
vehewence, his determination to persevere with 
his resolution condemning an inquiry into the 
Land act. and to set forth his reasonsfor this 
course, asking his assembled supportets if they 
had anything to say on the subject. An atmos- 
phere of effusion, of Sreaprate pervaded the 
meeting, and when it brok up, after fifty min- 
utes, tne members walked wn thro the 
heavy rain that bad berun to fall to West- 
minster Hall, filled with a sort of enthu- 
siasm sufficientiy rare among our legisi&tors. 
The results were seen when, an hour 
afterward, Mr. Gladstone moved the suspen- 
sion of the other orders, that he might 
bring on bis resolution. Sir 8. Northcote, as 
leader of the Tory party, opposed this . 
but iu a weak and half-hearted way. Infact, he 
and his friends were cowed by the jubilant 
ardor with which their — 1 red the 
Liberals, and which rose te its bighest int 
when, after a short debate, chen defeat the 
combined forces of Tories and Irish Parnellites 
by the unusually large majority of 133. The 
Parnellites opposed, because they oppose what- 
ever the Ministry proposes, but also because 
they desire an opportunity of pointing out, not 
that the Land act is, as the Tories say, too 
strong, but that it is too weak. Then the reso- 
tion itself was brought forward by Mr. Glad- 
stone in a speech not only singularly powerful, 
but remarkabie for the tact with which, while 
outwardly respectful to the Lords, he contrasted 
their irresponsibie position and non-representa- 
tive character with the place which the House 
of Commons bolds as the really sovereign power 
ia the State. This tribute to its greatoess is a 
theme which the Assembly itself enjoys, and It 
is traditionally popular in the country. 

Accordingly a great impression was made all 
over England and Scotland, as weil as in Pariia- 
ment iteelf, and the Liberal party seemed to 
have passed at one bound from depression and 
disquietude toatemper of triumpbant conti- 
deace and hearty harmony. Had it been posst- 
ble to proceed briskiy with the debate and finish 
it while the echoes of Mr. Gladstone's voice were 
still ringing in men's ears, the House of Lords 
would probably have paused and uitimately 
abandoned its committee. But under our cum- 
brous parliamentary system this could not be 
done. Votes u suppiy had to be interposed,

“It was absolutely essential that Ireland 
should not imagine that there was about to be a 
change of policy in regard to the Land act be- 
fore its working had been either erally un- 
derstood or substantially tested. Ena the only 
way of convincing Ireland that no change of 
policy was contemplated was for the one douse 
which originated, and which alone could bave 
originfited, the policy of the Land act, to protest 
energetivaily against the childish desire of the 
other House to begin unraveling the half-fin- 
ished web. This purpose has been answered by 
the votes of Monday weex and of Thursday 
night, and now the House of Lords’ committee 
may very comtortably go on with its secret 
inquiry. without harm reason to fear 
that its inadequate investigations can 
prove anything but abortive—abortive, that is. 
as regards the main pur for which Lord 
Donougbmore and bis colleagues spoke and 
voted. If the committee can make itself useful 
in bringing the purchase ciauses of the Land act 
into more efficient operation, good will really 
have been brought out of evil.

THE STAGE. 


The Particular Thing in 
“Youth” Which Pleased 
Two Men. 


Dramatic Notes and Announce- 
ments for the Coming 
Week. 
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A Little of Everything from a Trav- 
eling Correspond- 
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The Past Week in Dramatic Circles, 
with Some Facts Concerning the Pop- 
wiarity of ** Louth.” 

When Manager Hamlin, of the Grand Opera- 
House, announced not long ago that he bad ar- 
ranged for a three-weeks’ run of “ Youth” at 
that theatre, there were not wanting plenty of 
people, supposed to be acyuainted with the 
wants of the Chicago public, who wagged their 
beads solemnly and were quite certain that the 
venture would provea failure. By this time 
these oracular and sombre- minded persons are 
doubtiess beginning to admit confidentially to 
themscives that they were mistaken. “ Youth” 
has not only proven a success, but it 
has thus far been one of the successes 
of the season, and by the time 
Mr. Tompkins is called upon to pack up 
his troop-ship and other accessories to the piece, 
and forward them to the next town, both he 
and Mr. Hamlin will have made comfortable ad- 
ditions to their bank accounts. Every night the 
theatre is filed before the curtain rises, and 
three weeks of such business as the one just 
closed means a good deal of money. 

That the piece is a taking one with the public 
is not to be wondered at. It is a departure from 
the beaten path of dramatic attractions—a path 
that had been traveled so long as to become 
somewhat barren and unattractive, and although 
no hitherto undiscovered fields are explored, 
there isa change which is not at all unpleasant. 
Tragedy, comedy, and che society drama are 
well enough in their time and place, but 
there exists io the heart of almost every one a 
fonduess for melodrama, although of course this 
feeling is shaded and wodified by the social po- 
sition of its possessor. The small boy in the gal- 
lery, who has toiled long and faithfully for the 
small change wherewith to purcbase his elevated 
accommodations in the temple of Thespis,is vast- 
ly pleased when the enterprising but morally 
oblique Dick Turpin is represented as riding up 
to a peaceful traveler and demanding that per- 
son's money and valuabies, and manifests his ap- 
proval of Mr. Turpin's conduct by executing a 
vigorous tattoo with his feet upon the gallery 
floor, occasionaily varying this method of ex- 
pressing approval bya series of shrill whisties. The 
better dressed, and perhaps better educated, 
people in the lower portion of the theatre also 
admire meiodrama, but they prefer something 
rather less sanpguinary than the adventures of 
the belligerent Mr. Turpin. For both these 
classes of people Youth” has its attractions. 
The story of young Darlington’s misfortunes is 
an interesting one, and, although with a guile- 
lesness that excites wonder in these days when 
the youth of W is supposed to know more of the 
ways of the worid—especially the devious ones— 
than his father did at 40, Frank allows himself 
to be ited like a lamb to the slaughter 
by a young woman of scant morals, the 
audience is on his side all the time, and his final 
triumph over the designing female of loose 
morais and the wicked Major with the large 
stomach is hailed with the delight that always 
finds vent in loud applause when Virtue plants 
its iron heel On the scrawny neck of Vice. 

But it is not alone the ever beautiful, although 
somewhat ancient, moral lesson taught 2 
“Youth” that brings peopie to the theatre. in 
the scene where the troop-ship leaves the dock 
a brass band stationed on the deck of the craft 
plays The Girl I Left Behind Me.“ with a vigor 
and persistency that sugwests a painful suspi- 
oon as to their ability to enlarge their repertoire 
if unexpectedly called upon to do 30. 

At the other theatres business has been uni- 
formly good. The Hanlons have drawn large 
audiences to Mevieker's every evening to wit- 
ness their amusing antics in “ Le Voyage en

The Transient Home for Women. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, March 2%.—In the report given io 
your paper of the special board meeting held at 
the home on Wabash avenue the morning of the 
23d, only a part of the facts regarding the Tran- 
sient Home we are about to open are given. The 
report gives it as only for strangers passing 
through the city. We intend keeping one or 
two guest chambers, where ladies unattended 
can, at moderate rates, tind a night's lodging, 
but the chief object of this new enterprise is to 
furnish temporary homes for unprotected young 
girls coming to the city — — * or 
an education in the arts or trades whereby they 
expect to become self-supporting. This home 
will shelter and protect them at very moderate 
rates until they can be established in business 
and located in permanent homes, as vur Wabash 
avenue home is for permanent boarders, and 
usually full. 

As soon as practicable, like our Eastern cities, 
we shall open in connecon with our Transient 
Home a restaurant where comfortable meals 
may be supplied to giris in shops and stores at 
the lowest possible rates; and a library and 
reading-room where they can find the latest in- 
formation, and supply themselves with 
good reading matter. Still further, as 
space" and money are allotted us, 
we hope to add a permanent boarding 
home to this establishment for single women 
earning small wages, their age rendering them 
ineligible to our present home for young giris 
on Wabash avenue. 

In anticipation of the work which has grown 
upon our bands, the association has rented one 
tenement, and if it can be obtained, two houses 
on Cass street, five or ten minutes’ walk of State 
street bridge, and within 2 walking distance 
Of a couple of our great railroad depots, and 
will be ready to receive applicants the 228 
May. The W. C. Association are anxious to ai 
youug self-supporting girls, and come to them 
ag sisters and friends, knowing the obstacies to 
be encountered and the struggle they must en- 
gauge in if successful in beating up against 
temptations and prejudices besetting then paths, 
and preventing, too often, ultimate success, 
The society claims not to be so much the dis- 
ay — of charity, but beipful friends, anxious

love, sympathy, and good advice, gained by 
a longer experience in city life, to try iu a mecas- 
ure to bridge over a dangerous chasm which lies 
atthe feet of giddy, unsuspecting youth, such 
only needing a wise, sympathetic friend to point 
out the danger which they giadly shun.

Unjust Discrimination. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CurIcaGo, March 25.—That it is an encroach- 
ment upon the public rights and a violation of a 
city ordinance for any business establishment to 


1 blockade the sidewalk for more than a few min- 


utes in some unusual emergency no one will 
seek to deny, and that the tendency of babitual 
biockading is to turn the tide of travel in other 
directions is self-evident to any one who has 
threaded his devious way among the barreis, 
crates, chicken-coops, and 2 piles which 
adorn the sidewalks of South Water street. 

That an officer who is zealous in enforcing the 
city ordinance for the protecuon of the business 
juterests of a street deserves commendation will 
be generally admitted. But when a man will de- 
liberately close his eyes to the great offenses of 
large houses, and then seeks to glorify himself 
in the eyes of the public by ostentatiously mak- 
ing ao example of a smaller one, he merits only 
contempt, and stamps nimself as a toadying, 
groveling sneak. Anyone who bas had occa- 
sion to pass down the north side of 
Kinzie street from Clark to La Salle 
bas doubtiess had his enjoyment of the 
walk hightened by the sweet aroma which 
ascends to Heaven from the great piles of fes- 
tering hides and skips which adorn the side- 
walks in front of the great hide houses. There 
are four biocks in this region where stench is 60 
horrible that they are shuoned by destrians 
as persistently as though the sign “Small-Pox”’ 
were displayed on every door. Having driven 
away all travel and obtained a monopoly of the 
district, the hide firms use the sidewalk asa 
convenient place for the salting of fresh pelts, 
and the storage of dry ones, thus kecping up a 
perpetual blockade.
